CHICAGO. Sept. 3. Bullish sentiment
was rampant In tho wheat pit almost the
entlro day, but quieted down considerably
late In the session, owing to a fear of pos-
sible heavy realizing sales.

over night. This buying was ohiefiy .

based on the flour situation at Minneapo-
lis, whore 340.000 barrels wore said to I

have been sold for export. An estimate
made by a French trade Journal of the
total yield In wheat of Franco and which
Indicated that it might be necessary for
that country to import from 15,000.000 to
35,000,000 bushels of wheat, was another
bullish factor of Importance.

Export houses here claimed that early
bids for wheat for export wero numerous,
but the subsequent advance carried tho
market out of the export zone. Cash
wheat at the sample table was In fair
demand, and tho premiums were tho same
as yestorday. Prices continued to

uutll late in the "day, when a
slight reaction occurred on profit-takin- g.

A advance at Minneapolis contrib-
uted to some extent to tho sharp bulge
here.

Fear of frosts caused a lively demon-
stration of bullishness in the corn pit,
which caused an advance of 1 cent in tho
price of the distant deliveries during the
first hour Cash corn was steady to a
shade easier. The market for distant
futures held firm all dny and closed
strong. September was about steady.
